Subject,— Import of gang condensers—Licensing to the small scale 'tnanufacturers 
of valve/janta type radio receivers for the period April 1964— 

March 1965* 


No. 55-ITC(PN)/65—Attention of the importers Is invited to Annexure to 
Appendix 4 to the Red Book for the period April 1964r—March 1966 in which the 
Import policy for licensing of raw materials/components to the manufacturers 
of Radio Receivers, Transistor Radio Receivers, AmpUflers and Car Radios was 
indicated. In terms of this policy, licences for Import of condensers all sorts, 
including gang condensers but excluding ceramic, mica, and paper capacitors were 
to be allowed upto 20% of the face value of the licences granted to small scale 
Industries manufacturing valve/janta type radios for import of radio comjwnents. 

2. The position has been reviewed and It has been decided that import of gang 
condensers will be permitted upto 30% of the face value of licences granted for 
Import of radio components to the small scale Industries manufacturing valve and 
janta radios for thel period April '64—March '66, The Customs authorities will 
allow the Import of gang condensers upto 30% of the face value of the licences 
granted for import of Radio components to the small scale manufacturers of valve 
and Janta radios for the period April '64—^March '65 on the strength of this Public 
Notice and no endorsement on the licences would be necessary.
